Empowerment through horses

For the Wyatt family Satur¬ 
day mornings are spent wak¬ 
ing up early and heading to 
the barn. 

EquineAbility’s Port Colborne 
farm, where they muck stalls, 
help with chores and take care 
of the horses.

Wyatt’s two sons, Jack- 
son and Matthew, take weekly 
lessons and her eldest daugh¬ 
ter, Olivia, volunteers leading 
students in the program, and 
is hoping to get her Equine 
Therapy certification even¬ 
tually. Her youngest daugh¬ 
ter, Rachel, is not a part of the

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Catholic school board enrolment increases 





Ombudsman now takes 
school complaints 

Through the summer Niagara Catholic 
has prepared for the arrival of the 
ombudsman. 

As of Sept. 1, the Ontario ombudsman 
began to take complaints related to schools. 

The independent officer of the Ontario 
legislature had his role expanded under 
Bill 8 to include schools, municipalities and 
universities in addition to 500 provincial 
agencies it now oversees. In January 2016, 
municipalities and universities fall in line. 

Education director John Crocco told the 
school board he has sent the ombudsman's 
office information about how Niagara 
Catholic handles complaints. 

“We are very open and transparent," he 
said. “We outline what to do right on our 
pamphlet” listing schools and staff. 

“You have to work through it starting with 
the individual involved and go up from there." 

Some people, he said, “want to jump 


the queue" about concerns over bullying, 
administration and school buildings. 

The ombudsman can deal with individual 
complaints, investigate unresolved local 
issues, conduct large-scale investigations 
(such as lottery security, property tax 
assessment or hydro bills) and recommend 

The ombudsman cannot overturn 
government body decisions, issue penalties 
or investigate court decisions, private 
corporations, municipal police or the federal 
government. 

Crocco said the ombudsman wanted to 
know the local board has ways to handle 
complaints. 

“We work things through," he said. 
“Niagara Catholic does an excellent job."

The legislature has appointed Barbara 
Finlay acting ombudsman in a wrangle over 
the next five-year term for the position. 
Andre Marin has served for the past 10 years.

Whose vote is it anyway?

Some feel it's a necessary move. Others 
fear it could be detrimental to Niagara. 

But the discussion will soon be on the 
table, whether the Region should alter its 
process for selecting a regional chair. 

As is, the chair is chosen by elected mem¬ 
bers of regional council. But a push began 
last yeartoseethe position filled by the will 
ofvoters. 

The topic was set to reach the table at 
Wednesday's corporate services committee 
meeting. 

It’s a conversation St. Catharines Coun. 
Bruce Timms, who has long been in support 
of changing the model, is looking forward to 

He hopes Niagara will follow in the foot- 


the process of a public referendum. Based on 
the results, it changed the system to allowvot- 
ers to elect the chair. 

“The role, policy and direction of the 
Region needs to get public support, public 
endorsement, and that doesn't come under 
the current scenario,” Timms said. 

"At the very minimum, we should do the 
referendum for this coming election, still 
three years away. But I would like to see us 
take the stEp forward toward a regional chair 
elected at large.” 

Port Colbome Mayor John Maloney, on 
the other hand, believes it's a move that could 
leave the lakeside city high and dry. 

“For me, in reality, it would be almost 
impossible to have a chair elected from Port 
Colbome or the southern tier because the 
greater population base is in the north,” he 
said, stressing his support for the status quo. 

“That's what I feel would be in the best 
interest of the City of Port Colbome.” 

Maloney also raised concerns over the cost 
of campaigning across the region for the posi- 


healthy." 

Niagara Falls Coun Selina Volpatti said she 
firmly believes change isn'twarranted. 

"I compare it to the Canadian parliamen¬ 
tary system, where the members of the office 
of the majority party really pick their own 
head,” she said 

“I think that’s absolutely the way we 
should continue doing it, because that's the 
way we've done it and it’s worked very well,” 
she said. 

“I don’t see any reason for (change) 
because we live a parliamentary system 
where we don't elect our prime minister. We 
elect the people who elect him.” 

For St Catharines Mayor Walter Sendzik, 
it’s a discussion that needs to be had. 

"The time has come to seriously consider 
it and look at the merits on which it stands," 
he said. 

Other communities, including some the 
Region look to as benchmarks, have suc¬ 
cessfully made and embraced the change, he 

“Is it time for us?... If council reviews it 
and sees it as a move that will give a stronger 
voice to the region of Niagara, then I think it’s 
a road we have to go down.” 

Pelham Mayor Dave Augustyn, who ini¬ 
tially brought the issue forward to council 
last year, believes it's a move that would allow 
council to be “more open, transparent and 
accountable" to residents. 

"Right now, not personalities involved, 
but the regional chair is essentially being 
appointed by colleagues around the table 


hesaid,addinga chair elected at large would 
be accountable to residents across the 
region. 

“Having the chair elected at large gives 
that really strong voice that we’re hoping to 
achieve at the Region to that individual. That 
individual would speak for the majority of 


"It would be very expensive and in most 
cases beyond the personal resources of most,” 
he said. 

“So your chair would either have to be 

generosity of donors, predominantly big busi¬ 
ness, and then there'sthe possibility of influ¬ 
ence on the chair from those who helped put 

Welland Coun. George Marshall previ¬ 
ously supported the status quo, but has since 
begun to change his mind. 

“It's an erosion, not a reaction. I believe 
rightnow it should be an election at large. I’m 
surprised even myself to say that," he said. 

"Looking at best practice and what's 
occurred over the years, it may be worth 
going another way.” 

Marshall previously had concerns an 
elected model would mean “someone from 
St Catharines wins, just based on popula- 

But council's selection of past chairs from 
Niagara-on-the-Lake — one of the smallest 
municipalities in Niagara—could mean oth¬ 
erwise, he said. 

"I hope it doesn't become who has the 
most money or ideological direction, whether 
it be a Tory, New Democrat or Liberal. I’d 
hate to see that happen, although it's cer¬ 
tainly alive and well in council today. I don't 
think that’s a good thing. I don't think that’s 


Approval for change by council would 
mark the beginning of the process, Augustyn 
said, adding the next step would be to 
approach the Ontario minister of munici¬ 
pal affairs for permission to investigate the 
option further 

Public consultation and discussions at 
municipal councils would then have to be 


held. 

"It’s a long process,” he said, which is why 
it’s important to get the ball rolling well in 
advance of the next municipal election. 

More than a change to the process for 
selecting the regional chair, Lincoln Coun. 
Bill Hodgson believes Niagara could "benefit 
tremendously if we did a serious adjustment 
in our governance.” 

That change, he said, could begin with 
having the chair elected by the citizens. 

"I think I’ve always been afraid that going 
that route would introduce partisan party 
politics into regional governance, but unfor¬ 
tunately it's happened already anyway." 

Fort Erie Coun. Sandy Annunziata wants 
to hear more about how other communities 
have feted with the change.

Brock University's new downtown 
arts school is one of the most impor¬ 
tant milestones of St Catharines revi¬ 
talization, president Jack Lightstone 
said. 

The university envisioned a down¬ 
town that could be an arts, culture, 
entertainment and digital media hub 
when it decided tn move, he said. 

"We would be part of something 
that was greater than ourselves." 

Lightstone was speaking to hun¬ 
dreds of people who gathered out¬ 
side the Marilyn I. Walker School 
of Fine and Performing Arts for its 


The school is located behind St. 
Paul Street near Meridian Centre and 
the new St. Catharines Performing 
Arts Centre. Designed by Diamond 


Schmitt Architects, its inside a reno¬ 
vated Canada Hair Cloth building, 
which dates to the late 1800s, and 
newly built spaces. 

About 500 students in drama, vis¬ 
ual arts, music and arts and culture 
began classes in the facility on Sept 
9. 

Lightstone said the vision to cre- 
ateanewhub for the city started with 
former dean of humanities Rose¬ 
mary Drage Hale. He said to have a 
vision and move it to an actual entity 
takes a lot of work and support. The 
city, provincial government and oth¬ 
ers believed in it 

While there wasalot of skepticism,

ment, everyone knew we had no 
choice but to make it happen," Light- 
stone said 

Marilyn Walker was in attend¬ 
ance large Friday, but her health pre¬ 
vented her from making a speech. 
Husband Norris Walker said that the 
school is a world-class facility that 
will inspire students and faculty. 

“Marilyn and I are excited to have 
played a small part in this endeav¬ 
our,” he said, after which the couple 
received a standing ovation. 

Mayor Walter Sendzik said Mari¬ 
lyn Walker transformed a school and 
acity. “Thatis alegacythatwillnever 
be forgotten,” he said to her 

Sendzik said a lot of people didn't 
know the depth, skill and creativ¬ 
ity of Brock's arts school when it was 
secluded on campus. Now the city 
will be energized by arts and creativ¬ 
ity.
